A. ORPEN ON THE STAND. 

ttttawa. Out.. January 22. — The trotting horse was 
discnss«'<l la-fore the comniittcc considering the Miller 
Idll for the suppression of iM-tting and the testimony 
sliowed tliat the staiidard-hriHl horse was no less do- 
IM'iident than tin- thoronghliri-d on racing. .Mr. Raney, 
on la-half of the promoters of the hill, t-xplalned that 
his contention was tliat raeing did not deia-iid iiihui 
la-tting for its sneet-ss. Two witnesses called liy Mr. 
Rane.v were .Mr. Spurgeon Ganinior. liorsenian' from 
Glasgow, N. S., and A. Orpen of Toronto. Mr. Gani- 
inor dcscrila-d racing in the inaritiinc provinces, 
wlicrc trotting raci-s only arc condncti-d. He testi- 
fi<-«l tliat racing was as essential for the standard- 
lired liorsi- as it was for the thorougblired. Rivik- 
niaking privileges. Mr. Gaiuinor said, were not relied 
n-,ion for revenue liy the Nova Scotia tracks, altiiongli 
it iniglit Ik- different in New Rrunswick. IVkiIs were 
sold on some Nova Scotia races. Imt not on all. The 
pnr.si's in Nova Scotia rarel.v cxc<*ed $;SoO. 

Mr. OriH'u. although called h.v Mr. Rane.v. did not 
favor tile idll. Imt iM-lieviHi, on the contrar.v, that 
IsKikmaking should is- ck-ari.v legalized. lie pro- 
dnet-d a nnmlH-r of sheets showing his winnings and 
losses on various Ixaiks and in so many cases was 
there a loss shown that some mein'oer of tlie conimit- 
te<* ratlier sarcasticall.v a.sked whether lie was run- 
ning a iK-iK-volciit institution. .Mr. Orpen said that 
he was a large contractor and that iHiokmaking liad 
Ik-<-u only a side issue with him. He rcs<-uted the 
term gainliler iic-ing applii-d to him or any other 
iKHikinaker that stuck to his business. 

••How many handliook men would you say there 
arc in Toronto?” asktsl .Mr. Raney. 

‘‘Froliald.v four,” replied the witness. Mr. Omen 
said he la-lievi-d that some cigar store men ami 
Iiarliers t«M*k Is-ts, but he did not consider tliein liand- 
iKKik inen. Some gns-ers often took lu-ts. He saw 
no evil in tKxikniaking, iHxilscIling or Iiandhook- 
liiaking if the business was done on the square. 
Tliere was a Fanadian Racing Associations, wliicli 
was coiniKisiKl of tlic various units of racing asso- 
ciations tliroiighout its dominion. 

•‘Tile Metropolitan Racing Association is not as 
.vi-t a nicnilM-r of the Canadian Racing Associations?” 
asked Mr. Rane.v. 

”No.” replied .Mr. Or|ien. amid laughter, ‘‘we have 
not yet made njiplication.” 

-Mr. ttriien asserted that there was not a profes- 
sional iMMikni.aker in Canada. 

“Is that quite tni'-?” asked Mr. Raney. 

“Yes,” re(dietl .Mr. ttrpen. “in this sens-,-: A man 
nia.v follow h<Mikmaking for thri-e mouths and then go 
hack to his own husim-ss.” 

The witness instanced the case of Mr. Saunders 
ot Toronto, who. when tlie raeing season was over, 
went lia<-k to his iuisiness of condnetiug a Iiilliard- 
riMini. There were, he iM-licvcd, about a dozen men 
in Toronto who made a business of bookmuking. 

Mr. Or|ien said that luKikinaking was a bnsine.ss re- 
quiring training and judgment. It did not Involve 
taking an.v eliances iM-.voiid tltose involved in any 
legitimate Imsiness. such as insurance. 

Mr. Orpen favored race meetings at the WiKMlbine 
of tliirt.v da.vs a season. fifUx-ii in tlie sjiring and fif- 
teen in the fall. He tirg*-d that the law Ik- changed 
so as to allow iK-tting. and iK-tting in comfort. “Let 
us make iK-ts witliout getting onr clothes torn off.”
